U.S. Railroads, Unions Asked 
To Renew Their Negotiations 


Washington UP) — The gov ­ 
ernment req u ested the 
na­ 
tion’s railroads and their 
on- 
train work er u nions Thurs­ 
day night to resu me negotia­ 
tions in their stalemated work 
ru les dispu te. 
Secretary of Labor W. Wil­ 
lard Wirtz made the request 
in a public statement. Talks 
were broken off in Chicago 
Wednesday after they h ad 
resumed for only an hour 
and a half. 
“The parties share the ob­ 
ligation to do ev ery thing pos­ 
sible withou t delay to reach 
a settlement on this contro­ 
v ersy ,” Wirtz s a i d in his 
statement. A Labor Depart­ 
ment spok esman said Wirtz 
by this meant the carriers 
and u nions shou ld resu me 
talk s withou t delay .

29 for

ties share the obligation to 
do ev ery thing possible with­ 
ou t delay to reach a settle­ 
ment of this controv ersy .” 


In Chicago, a rail u n io n 
head said he agreed “heart­ 
ily ” with Wirtz’ statement. 
Charles Luna, president of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, said, “ this thing 
has to be settled across the 
bargaining table. We’re will­ 
ing and ready to negotiate— 
and we’d be meeting here to­ 
day if we could get them to 
stay in the same room long 
enough.” 
Wirtz said there apparent­ 
ly is some pu blic misu nder­ 
standing of the present state 
of the dispu te. He said it 
won’t be u ntil after March 29 , 
if there is no bargained set­ 
tlement by then, that the gov ­ 
ernment will consider nam­ 
ing an emergency board u n­ 
der the Railway Labor Act 
to consider the dispu te. 
“No action u nder the Rail­ 
way Labor Act wou ld be ap­ 
propriate,” he said, “u ntil the 
effectiv e date of the cou rt or­ 
der.” 
Argentina’s Forces 
On Full-Scale Alert 


Buenos Aires, Argentina <#) 
— Argentina’s armed forces 
went on full-scale alert Thurs­ 
day and the div ided gov ern­ 
ment debated its course in 
the face of a new Peronist 
bid for power. 
A reported Vatican decision 
l i f t i n g 
ex communication 
against ex -dictator J uan D. 
Peroh, now in ex ile in Ma­ 
drid, Spain, raised hopes of 
his followers girding for a 
comeback in J une elections. 
Obv iously alarmed at signs 
of Peronist resurgence, mili­ 
tary leaders ordered the full- 
dress alert. Federal police al­ 
so took security measures at 
key installations but t h e s e 
were ordered lifted later in 
the day . Ex tra guards made 
no immediate mov e to leav e 
v arious communications cen­ 
ters, howev er. 
The military , professed op­ 
ponents of any Peronist re­ 
v iv al, had shown mounting 
anx iety following an elector­ 
al court ruling that certified 
a Peronist front party , Union 
Popular, for the nationwide 
elections J une 23. 
The nav y in particular has 


v owed that “ the era of dicta­ 
torship can n e v e r return.” 
Nav al forces were reported in 
a state of “ battle readiness.” 
Civ ilian members of Presi­ 
dent J ose Maria Guido’s gov ­ 
ernment are in fav or of Per­ 
onist participation in the elec­ 
tion campaign. The cabinet 
was summoned into full ses­ 
sion Friday to consider the 
situation. 
Frondizi Out 
Guido came to power a 
y ear ago when the military 
deposed 
President 
Arturo 
Frondizi following sharp, Per­ 
onist electoral gains. Held for 
many months on a nav y is­ 
land, 
Frondizi was mov ed 
earlier this month to a moun­ 
tain resort in southern Argen­ 
tina. He has refused to re­ 
sign or go into ex ile. 
The army ’s commander in 
chief, Gen. J uan Carlos On- 
gania, may hold the key hand 
in future dev elopments. On- 
gania, who led a rebellion 
last September that laid the 
basis for the scheduled elec­ 
tions, has just completed a 
3-week tour of military bases 
in the United States. 


TAX ADVANCED 
Committee's 
Vote Is 5 -2 
BIG CROWD ATTRACTED BY 
MEASURE TAXING INCOME

The proposed state income tax bill Thu rsday was ad­ 
v anced to the floor of the Legislatu re on a 5-2 v ote of the 
Rev enu e Committee following a marathon pu blic hearing. 
Action came in an ex ecu tiv e session immediately follow­ 
ing testimony by the 43rd and final witness. 
Prior to sending the bill to 
the 
floor, 
the 
committee 
brushed aside on a 2-4 v ote 
an effort to kill the measure, 
LB6 12. Then, Sen. 
Kenneth 
Bowen’s rev ised v ersion of 
the proposal was adopted on 
a 5-1 count. 
Committee Chairman Ju les 
Bu rbach of Crofton told news­ 
men that members of t h e 
legislativ e u nit directed him 
to req u est Bowen to be ready 
to debate the bill on the floor 
by abou t April 1. 
In that manner, committee 
members believ e, the basic 
tax decision can be 
m a d e 
early instead of acting as a 
drag on other legislativ e pro­ 
posals. 
The committee also issu ed 
a statement that it believ es 
amendments su ggested at the 
4-hou r pu blic hearing shou ld 
be considered on the floor 
“in order to mak e the bi l l 
as good and fair and ju st as 
possible.” 
A companion bill, LB6 13, 
which wou ld meet constitu ­ 
tional req u irements of remov ­ 
ing the state from the prop­ 
erty tax field if an income 
tax is adopted, was held pend­ 
ing the fate of LB6 12. 
At the public hearing, Ne­ 
braska

More And More 
Ellender told the Senate 
the investigating payroll has 
grown through the years un­ 
til Senate subcommittees now 
employ 338 persons compared 
to the 150 on regular com­ 
mittee staffs. 


He recalled that the sub­ 
committee on juvenile de­ 
linquency was created years 
ago with the idea of spend­ 
ing $75,000 
on one year’s in­ 
vestigation. 


“We have now spent more 
than a million dollars on it, 
with little, if anything, 
ac­ 
complished,” he said. 


Curtis: ‘Futile’ 


Curtis said efforts to cut 
the Senate’s own spending 
have been “ very discourag­ 
ing and quite futile.” 
“ I won’t say it,” he 
ob­ 
served,

I’ve 
thought 
about it a lot, that too many 
senators want to be 
chair­ 
men of subcommittees.” 


Some buildings are so filled 


with subcommittee staffers, 
Curtis said, that “ it is some­ 
times difficult to get up and 
down the corridors. S o me 


senators have increased their 
own staffs to find out what 
other staffs are doing.” 


One of Ellender’s initial mo­ 
tions was to trim $11,000 from 
a $106,000 fund to finance the 
Housing subcommittee. Chair­ 
man John Sparkman, D-Ala., 
said his investigators are busy 
checking numerous defaults 
u n d e r government-insured 
housing mortgages, and all 
the money was needed. 


‘Here’s Something’ 


This was where Curtis put 
in that “ here’s something we 
can do without — housing is a 
private matter,” and Ellender 
said:

Floods Unlikely 
Although Rivers 
Watched Closely 


A close watch is being kept 
on Nebraska rivers for any 
flood indications, state Civil 
Defense Director Maj. Gen. 
Lyle A. Welch said Thurs­ 
day. 


But Welch said so far noth­ 
ing unusual has been report­ 
ed. Observations are being 
made by Air National Guard 
planes, among other sources. 
Welch is also the state adju­ 
tant general. 


The picture is more prom­ 
ising than last year. Unless a 
“ tremendous” amount of 
moisture falls in the near fu­ 
ture, Welch does not foresee 
any flooding like Nebraska 
endured a year ago. 


But he cautioned that a 
heavy rain or snow could 
cause a heavy runoff and 
might spill some rivers over 
their banks.

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Shifting Tax Burden

It is likely that peq >le are beg inning to 
tire of all the talk about taxes but the situ­ 
ation is one that merits a g reat deal of 
discussion. Touched on here y esterday was 
the proposal in the Leg islature by Sen. 
Marvin Stromer of Lincoln to force tJie city 
of Lincoln to accept the property valuations 
of Lancaster County. The objective of the 
senator is one witii which many people 
would ag ree, including this writer, but the 
proposal is not without its liabilities. 
At present, the g reatest stumbling 
block to any such consolidation between the 
city and county is the 
difference that exists be­ 
tween the assessments 
of the two g overnmental 
subdivisions. On an aver­ 
ag e, the county is about 10 per cent hig her 
on residential property than is the city and 
10 per cent lower than the city on business 
and industrial. If the city is forced to ac­ 
cept county valuations, it would result in 
a substantial shifting of tiie tax burden—a 
total shift of 20 per cent ag ainst the home 
owner and a 20 per cent g ain on the part of 
business and industry . 
Much o pinio n runs in fa v o r o f this be- 
ea nse the co unty ha s wha t is described a s 
a identifie a ppra isa l o f its pro perty . Yea rs 
ag o it hired a n o utside firm to co me la a nd 
a ssess a ll the pro perty in the co unty o n 
a scientific ba sis. This included the use o f 
certa in fa cto rs tha t were a pplied equa Uy to 
a n pro perty so tha t ev ery a ssessment 
wo uld be fa ir in rela tio n to the o ther. 
The only trouble is that to call some­ 
thing scientific doesn’t make it so. The city 
can maintain that it is scientific in much of 
its appraisal work, too, as it also uses cer­ 
tain factors. It has a set formula it uses to 
arrive at the assessment fig ure for prop­ 
erty . The q uestion reaDy is not who is the

Particularly on business property , we 
are a long way from convinced that the 
county is rig ht and the city is wrong . Our 
inclination, in fact, is just the opposite. One 
possible solution to this conflict is found in 
the approach by Senator Stromer. The con­ 
solidation he seeks would not be mandatory 
until the county has obtiined a new re­ 
appraisal of all its propfjity. There is no 
g uarantee, of course, as to what such a re­ 
appraisal would produce. It could widen the 
g ap between city and county assessments 
or it could close the g ap considerably. It is 
vital, however, that the reappraisal be a 
cooperative effort between the city and 
county and one in which people will have 
confidence. 
Many home owners in Lincoln could 


And while they obtained no property 
tax relief, such home owners could be hit 
with an income tax that would constitute a 
100 per cent new tax for them. And this in­ 
come tax could be substantially more than 
they are now paying the state under the 
existing property tax, depending upon the 
individuail’s income and the value of his 
home. 
If cha ng es in o ur ta x sy stem a re de­ 
ma nded, then they sho uld be ma de a nd if 
equity wo rks a n immedia te ha rdship o n 
so me peo ple, tha t is tha t a nd must be a c­ 
cepted. We ca nno t o bject to cha ng es simply 
beca use they wo uld ma ke thing s difficult 
fo r so me peo ple. Specia l fa v o rs to a few a re 
no t to be co ntinued just beca use they ha v e 
spo iled their recipients a nd g iv en them a n 
a dv a nta g e tha t is no w dista steful to sur­ 
render. 
But even more incumbent upon public 
officials is a sure determination of Just 
what is rig ht and what is 
wrong . In the case of 
Lincoln and Lancaster 
County, it certainly is 
not enoug h merely to say 
that the county has a “scientific” apprais^ 
of its property. The word “scientific” has a 
lot of g lamour these days but it works no 
special mag ic. There would be considerably 
more support for a consolidation of city and 
county assessments if the final fig ures to be 
used were the product of a Joint effort be­ 
tween the two g overnments. 
There is little q uestion that if this con­ 
flict in assessment fig ures can be resolved, 
the consolidation sug g ested would be an 
advantag eous step. The prog ram offers the 
two-fold advantag e of saving s and conveni­

Bishop Oxnam 


Ag e and infirmity have ended the life 
of Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, disting uished 
Methodist churchman, one of the early pres­ 
idents of the World Council of Churches 
and always a forth-rig ht courag eous cham­ 
pion of his faith. 
It is to be said of Bishop Oxnam that he 
did not believe in adjusting his church to 
the convenience of chang ing times but in 
insisting that chang ing times must re­ 
main within the metes and bounds of 
Christian ethics. Such an individual inevit­ 
ably encounters controversy, but the bishop 
was both willing and able to confront it. 
When he was slurred by vag ue alleg ations 
of being a socialist fellow traveler he 
bearded the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities and g ave his would-be 
accusers a sound thrashing . At the conclu- 


sion the committee g ave him a clean bill 
of health. 
The bishop left several memorable 
statements. One was his insistence that 
“communism will never win a just and 
democratic America.” Another was, “We 
are opposed to the police state, whether 
left or rig ht and will not rest until all men 
are free, not only to vote, but to enjoy the 
abundance of life.” In such positions he 
rose above sectarianism. There was mili­ 
tance in his attitude. But there was com­ 
fort and streng th for many in what he said 
and did. 
The world was made better for having 
known him. And he lived at a time when 
his courag e was needed. His passing is 
cause for sadness but it is mitig ated by 
the fact that he left a rich heritag e, such 
as wUl last long enoug h to help people 
throug h a time of trial.

“ Ihe creek was flooding its 
banks and I cou ld hear a big 
roar u p in the mou ntains at 
the head of the cov e. I knew 
a big flood was coming.” 
On the way home, Pu ry ear 
decided to stop by the home 
of Iris old friend, George Dix ­ 
on, asleep with his wife and 


their flooded home. 
Across the way , they cou ld

One wood wall was wrapped 
arou nd a tree.

FRENCH RAILMEN CALL STRIKE 


Paris 
— French railroad 
u nions Thu rsday called a 24- 
hou r nationwide strike as op­ 
timism spread among c oa l 
miners that they are winning 
their 14-day strike for better 
wages and hou rs. 
The rail u nions schedu led 
the strike to begin at 3 a.m. 
Friday . Trains en rou te at the 
deadlhie were instru cted to 
continu e to the nex t station 
and then halt. The railroad 


strike was called by the same 
basic u n i on organizations 
which represent the striking 
coal and iron miners. 
In the Paris region, it will 
tie u p the capital’s many com­ 
mu ter serv ices. Whether it 
will also affect su bway lines 
within the city was not clear. 
The annou ncement came as 
President De Gau lle was ap­ 
parently preparing to grant 
at least part of the demands 
of the striking coal miners. 


Chicago (if^Three psy chia­ 
trists—hu nting for a clu e that 
will pinpoint a potential mu r­ 
derer before he commits the 
act—said Thu rsday that a 
triv ial prov ocation sometimes 
tu rns an apparently well ad­ 
ju sted person into a v iciou s 
killer. 
The psy chiatrists stu died

peared u nconcerned or ev en 
righteou s. 
In one case, a man who 
had nev er shown any ev i­ 
dence of being v iolent su d­ 
denly mu tilated and kilied 
his wife becau se she threat­ 
ened to leav e him. 
Kills Waitresses 
A mild-mannered man who 
was raised in a strict relig­ 
iou s home shot two waitresses 
to death in a tav ern becau se 
they reneged on their “prom­ 
ise” to pu t him in contact 
with the u nderworld. 
A laborer who was doing 
an effectiv e Job beat his em­ 
ploy er to death with a metal 
clu b du ring an argu ment ov er 
his weekly salary . 
The stu dy , entitled, “T he 
Su dden Mu rderer,” was re­ 
ported by Drs. Nathan Black­ 
man, St. Lou is; James M. A. 
Weiss, Colu mbia, Mo., and 
Joseph W. Lamberti, Winni­ 
peg, Man., in the cu rrent Ar­ 
chiv es of General Psy chiatry , 
pu blished by the American 
Medical Association. 
Characteristically , t he y 
said, the su dden mu rderer 
was a man who came from a 
close knit family in which the 
m o t he r was domineering, 
ov erprotectiv e figu re who em­ 
phasized conformity to t h e 
ru les of the social sy stem. 
Blame Others 
“Failing in his attempt to 
conform becau se of u nderly ­ 
ing feelings of inadequ acy 
and hostility , the mu rderer- 
to-be tended to blame other 
people, and to wander from 
place to place looking f o r 


greater opportu nities,” they 
said. “As a resu lt, he felt 
qu ite consciou sly alone and 
isolated from other people.” 
Su rprisingly , 
they 
added 
when su ch a person seemed 
to be getting along qu ite well, 
when society apparently ex ­ 
pected him to be ev en more 
conforming and matu re, and 
when he had no one to blame, 
he wou ld become more tense 
and angry . 


“At su ch a time, ev en a 
slight prov ocation wou ld set 
off the v iolent su rge of rage 
which resu lted in mu rder,” 
they said. 
Constant Conflict 
The psy chiatrists said that 
in the majority of the cases 
in their stu dy , the killer su f­ 
fered from constant conflict 
between inner feelings of in­ 
adequ acy and consciou s needs 
to su cceed, between an inner 


sense of psy chological isolat­ 
edness and an ou tward driv e 
toward conformity . 
They added that many per­ 
sons with similar behav ioral 
patterns nev er become killers 
and that it may be becau se of 
some interv ening socializing 
factor su ch as satisfactory in­ 
terpersonal ex perience w i t h 
chu rch grou ps. Scou t activ i­ 
ties, employ er, friend or ev en 
spou se.

A good way to build up those thighs for bathing suit weather ahead is daily exercise. This 
one uses two weights, such as books. 


Q. 
“ Could you possibly 
print an exercise in your 
column which will develop 
my thighs to make them 
larger? I have such skinny 
legs it isn’t funny. Also, is it 
true that exercises can make 
you taller?” 
A. Here are two exercises 
which will help you. 
Of 
course, if you are under­ 
weight a gain in poundage 
would also be helpful, 
1. Sit on the floor with 
your legs straight. Place a 
weight at the outside of each 
foot. This can be a book. 
Lean back on your hands. 
Now, 
separate 
your legs 
pushing the books along the 
floor. Return to starting po­ 
sition and continue. 
2 . Deep knee bends firm 
and develop the legs. This 
simply means bending the 
knees all the way down. Be 
sure to keep your back erect 
while you do the bends. If 
you 
cannot 
keep 
y o u r 
balance while keeping your 
back 
straight, 
place 
one 


hand on the top of a low- 
backed chair or on the wall. 
The only way exercise can 
make you taller is to make 
your spine straighter and 
therefore 
longer. 
S o m e 
stretching exercises are sup­ 
posed to do this. Actually, 
you can add a couple of inches 
to your height by improv­ 
ing your posture if it is not 
good. When you slump, you 
take inches from your height 
and from the apparent size 
of your bustline. 
One reason very tall wom­ 
en often have poor posture— 
they slump in the uncon­ 
scious wish to look shorter. 
This is such a mistake be­ 
cause a tall girl or woman 
who has beautiful carriage 
is always a knockout! 
Q. “Is there an exercise 
to fill out the face? 1 have 
a very thin face, and no 
makeup seems to cling to 
my nose.”

The report, issu ed by the 
Inter-American Affairs Su b­ 
committee headed by Rep. 
Armistead S el den, D-Ala., 
after week s of hearing top 
intelligence ex perts and Cu ­ 
ban ex iles, called for qu ick 
dev elopment of collectiv e se­ 
cu rity measu res against the 
new form of aggression. It 
said the American repu blics 
hav e been slow in that area.

of tran sferrin g authority from 
the Leg islature to the Board 
of Education . 
Better Teachers 
Propon en ts of the bill said 
it was desig n ed to in crease 
the n umber an d q uality of 
teachers for Nebraska chil­ 
dren by prov idin g more flex i­ 
bility in the admin istration of 
certification req uiremen ts. 
The bill wo uld let the bo ard 
set the term o f certificates, 
determine requirements f o r 
initial issuance o f certificates, 
and determine renewal re­ 
quirements—all within limi­ 
tatio ns set by statute. 
LB740 specifically prov ides 
that the board may n ot re­ 
q uire more than two y ears of 
colleg e preparation for teach­ 
ers in Class I an d II school 
districts 
(presen t 
statutory 
min imum), n or more than 4 
y ears for in itial certificates. 
The measure also g uaran ­ 
tees the ren ewal of v alid cer­

LA Drums Start 
With the 1964 Olymp ics still a year away, Los Angeles 
has already launched a tub-thump ing 
campaign—to get the 
1968 Olymp ics. 
The LA p itch is that making sure the United States 
hosts the ‘9 68 Olymp ics is much more imp ortant than 
which city snares the p lum. 
Coincidentally, though, tffe Angelinos admit they’re 
better prepared to host the games than Detroit, Portland, 
Philadelphia or San Francisco. 
LA makes quite a strong case for itself, starting with 
the statement by Jack Tobin, director of p romotion of the 
Memorial Coliseum and Sp orts Arena: “It tLos Angeles) 
is the only city comp eting for that authorization which is 
p rep ared to conduct an Olymp iad now, today! 
“No massive p rojected exp enditures, no federal aid, no 
bond issues of questionable sales p otential and no sp igot on 
the taxp ayer’s p urse are needed to ready Los Angeles as 
an Olymp ic site.” 
Facilities Ready! 
What’s Los Angeles got that can be used to imp ress the 
International Selection Committee when it meets later this 
year? Tobin has that information readily available: 
—Memorial Coliseum, with 101,528 seats, escalators, 
air-conditicned dressing rooms, new $ 150,000 running track. 
—Memorial Sp orts Arena, with 15,500 seats for basket­ 
ball and 18.000 for boxing. 
—Swim Stadium, adjacent to Coliseum with seating 
for 6,500. 
—Olympic Village, at USC with dormitory space for 
1,200 and 500 more under construction; USC plans 7,000 
dorm spaces by 1968. 
—Exp osition Armory, for fencing, gymnastics, etc. 
—Shrine Auditorium, with seats for 7,000; can be used 
for weight-lifting, volleyball, etc. 
—Olymp ic Auditorium, with 10,9 00 seats. 
—Parking, 25,000 p arking spaces within a 3-block radius 
of the Memorial Coliseum complex; state-operated lots 
adjacent will handle 6,000 more and this will be doubled. 
That's Not All 
While not in the Coliseum comp lex, Tobin lists these 
other facilities now available: million-dollar 
equestrian 
center, built to Olymp ic standards, and Hollywood Park 
race track . . . Olymp ic-size v elodrome now being used 
by 
bicycle riders p rep aring for the Pan American Games . . . 
Three harbor comp lexes for yachting, rowing and conoeing 
events . . . 
Rancho Cienega—3 miles from the Coliseum— 
for soccer . . . Police Academy p istol range adjacent to 
Dodger Stadium (for p entathlon) . . . old Wrigley Field for 
a training p ark . . . within 3-mile radius of 
the p rop osed 
Olymp ic center are 15 colleges, junior colleges and high 
schools with track and field and gymnasium facilities . . . 
LA can now accommodate 30,000Visitors in hotels and mo­ 
tels and the figure is exp ected to be 35,000 to 40,000 by 19 68. 
Money- Maker? 
Tobin estimates Olymp ic Games in Los Angeles would 
gross $17 million, basing this on the fact Angelinos (and 
their guests) turned out 11,610,780-strong as p aying cus­ 
tomers to sp orts events in 19 62. 
As if this wasn’t enough to net Los Angeles a nomina­ 
tion by acclamation, Tobin sup p lies some interesting track 
information: 
“ Since 1937, no less than 44 world records hav e been 
established by Southern California meets in Olympic ev ents 
or their linear equiv alents. Ev en more remarkable, 36 of 
those records hav e been set in the last 10 years, an av erage 
of more than V/z new world marks per year.” 
It will be interesting to see if other U.S. cities anxious 
to host the Olymp ics surrender or join a game of “Can 
You Top This.” 
PS: Chances are, however, the ICC will hear all the 
evidence and then decide to award the 19 68 Olymp ics to 
Cap etown, South Africa. (“We haven’t been there for some 
time, you know.” ) Of course, that would give the AAU 
a chance to blame something else “cause internationale” 
on the U.S. Track and Field Federation.
